was eventually passed, authorizes 
the GVHC board to hire legal 
counsel, with fees not to exceed, the 
$20 voted earlier by the GMHOC 
as settlement costs when the Trans 
American Development Corporation 
was retained. The $20 to be charg¬ 
ed each family was compared by 
one speaker with the usual settle¬ 
ment costs of several hundred dol¬ 
lars for an individual sale. TADC 
was hired in the fall of 1947 for 
two purposes: to build up the or¬ 
ganization and to consummate the 
sale of Greenbelt to GMHOC. Res¬ 
idents who yere already member^ 
at that time had paid $1 initiation 
fee, earmarked for GMHOC ex¬ 
penses. An additional $10 to pay 
TADC for the first phase of its op¬ 
eration was charged to those who 
had already paid the $1, and new 
members paid a total of $11, of 
which $1 went to GMHOC and $10 
to TADC. The services of TADC 
were dispensed with before the sec¬ 
ond phase was reached. Of the 
funds which went to GMHOC, 
$879.91 is still in the GVHC treas¬ 
ury. 

‘ In the controversy over the hir¬ 
ing of new legal counsel, Salzman 
said that two organizations had 
been considered, one of which had 
made a tentative bid of $20 per fam¬ 
ily, the other approximately half 
that. 

Asks For Non-Veterans 
Leading the argument against an 
all-veteran board was Walter Bier- 
wagen, president of the board of 
directors of Greenbelt Consumer 
Services, who pointed out that while 
Public Law 65 provides that the 
purchasing group must be primari¬ 
ly of veteran composition, it also 
stipulates that non-yeteran residents 
must be given identical status with 
veterans. He urged that non-veter¬ 
an representation be secured on the 
board of directors, and demanded 
that Salzman, who chaired the 
meeting as the board’s former pres¬ 
ident, read a letter from Public 
Housing Administration upholding 
his contention that all-veteran com- 


He explained that he had believed 
such an announcement would make 
the members of GVHC aware that 
sale actually was imminent. 

Salzman selected himself as the 
target of that portion of a Coopera¬ 
tor editorial which said, “We can 
hear cliques click as they plan the 
operation of GVHC—and the 1200 
families who demonstrated $11 
worth of interest in mutual housing 
weren’t investing in the ambitions 
of a few people.” 

‘Manipulator 

Disclaiming any personal ambi¬ 
tions for himself, Salzman said that 
there is a clique however, and add¬ 
ed that there is “one man who 
earns his living manipulating” other 
people. This theme was continued 
by A. C. Long, who added “the Co- 
operator clique” to those already 
■named. He insinuated that the Co- 
operator staff had connived with 
Samuel F. Ashelman, general man¬ 
ager of Greenbelt Consumer Serv¬ 
ices, in suppressing information. 
Giving himself credit for the resig¬ 
nation of The Cooperator’s former 
editor, 1. J. Parker, the speaker 
claimed that Parker had resigned 
the week after a letter from Long 
failed to appear in The Cooperator. 
The letter in question, he explained, 
concerned Ashelman’s offer to help 
the GVHC board of directors to se¬ 
cure financial backing. According 
to some sources, Ashelman, at 
the request of some GVHC board 
members, secured tentative offers of 
financial help for the housing group, 
and offered his services on a paid 
basis to complete the negotiations.

A More Perfect Union, Please 


Greenbelters are still interested in buying their own homes 
when the time comes, and a lot of them went to the meeting last 
Thursday to hear what the Greenbelt Veterans Housing Corpora¬ 
tion officers have been doing in that direction. 

However, from the presidential report that opened the meet¬ 
ing through the recriminations, insinuations, and petty bickering 
that lasted right up to the moment of adjournment, violent antag¬ 
onism obscured the really hard work done by so many people, and 
made it impossible to explain the nature of the task ahead of GVHC. 

The antagonism was held champing at the bit for a few mo¬ 
ments following the mayor’s plea for an attempt at mutual under¬ 
standing, but as soon as the community’s personal respect for Mrs. 
Harrington had been expressed, the antagonists were at it again. 

It is doubtful whether many people had a complete list of can¬ 
didates at the time the board of directors was elected, or that they 
knew exactly what they were voting for when the resolutions were 
read. The failure of GVHC officers to provide copies of the resolu¬ 
tions to the membership prior to the election, and the absence of 
a blackboard on which to list nominations from the floor were short¬ 
comings not helped by the refusal of the speakers to control their 
personal animosities. 

The bitter taste left by the atmosphere at the meeting is in¬ 
creased by the realization that all those involved really want the 
same end result: the purchase of Greenbelt, on the best possible 
basis, by the residents. The Cooperator does not believe that any 
of those who endangered the chances of fulflllment of that desire 
would consciously urge Public Housing Administration to throw the 
sale of Greenbelt open to competitive bidding, boost the price up 
to the highest possible peak, and possibly raise the rents to such an 
exorbitant level that half the residents would be forced to move. 

The effect of further meetings of that nature, however, will 
be just that. 

Not that officers of any organization should be spared criticism 
for sweet unity’s sake: We are not of the school that feels that 
criticism of individuals constitutes an attack upon the organiza¬ 
tion that they represent, or that such criticism should be whispered 
about behind fluttering hands. A member’s legitimate complaint 
against an official acting for him should be aired to the membership, 
if it cannot be cleared up any other way. But we fail to see any 
basis for criticism in the efforts of Sam Ashelman, among others, to 
secure flnancial backing for GVHC, and we don’t see just what there 
is for the membership to act on if the GCS manager did offer his 
services on a paid basis for further negotiating. 

Since the membership seems to hold varying and strong opin¬ 
ions as to who should negotiate for GVHC, it is a matter that the 
board should certainly take to the membership when a proposal is 
ready. Then will be the time for membership opinion and action. 

Directing a stream of venomous misstatements at The Co- 
operator could have been anticipated by anyone used to the lack of 
logic, or consistency, or sense of the fitness of things usually dem¬ 
onstrated by one speaker at last Thursday’s meeting, but it was 
cruelly wasteful of time and destructive in effect. In the interest 
of conserving as much time as possible for the purposes of the 
meeting. Cooperator staff members refrained from answering at 
that time. One demonstrably deliberate, untruthful allegation, 
however, is answered in the Letter to the Editor column elsewhere 
in this issue of The Cooperator, 

For the balance of the criticism we feel was unjustly leveled 
against The Cooperator, we’ll be glad to hold back our hot retorts 
if doing so will help keep other tempers from flaring again. 

Last week The Cooperator entered a plea for revival of active 
participation in Greenbelt Veterans Housing Corporation. After 
such an abundant answer to that plea, we’ll make another: 

Let’s conserve our strength for our common goal!

To the editor: 

Mr. Long’s remarks at the recent 
GVHC meeting were typically 
Peglerian. Those directed at my 
activity as editor of The Cooperator 
were misleading and I feel a factual 
report is necessary. 

On the day my resignation was 
published in The Cooperator the 
lead paragraph in the “Our Nabors” 
column carried the reason for my 
resignation: an addition to my 
family made it necessary for me to 
devote more of my time at home. 
The resignation had been antici¬ 
pated by the newspaper staff for 
several months. 

I was still editor for several weeks 
following Long’s letter to The Co- 
operator, and the responsibility for 
not printing his letter is entirely 
mine. My reasons for not printing 
that kind of a letter were made 
clear in an editorial printed in The 
Cooperator (Out, Damn’d Spot - 
October 13). 

The information concerning Mr. 
Ashelman’s activities in GVHC 
came to my attention before Long’s 
phone call. I could not get con¬ 
firmation of these facts from 
GVHC. Since I felt printing ru¬ 
mor was not Cooperator practice, 

I asked Long to put the facts he 
knew in a letter. His letter, how¬ 
ever, contained not factual infor¬ 
mation but aspersions on Ashel¬ 
man. I felt The Cooperator space 
was too valuable for the use of con¬ 
tinuing a personal feud between 
two readers. Hence, no published 
Long letter. 

As a result of a Cooperator edi¬ 
torial criticising GVHC for not in¬ 
forming its members of its actions,' 
last week’s meeting was called. Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Salzman’s opening 
remarks, the announcement from 
PH A was a result of this meeting.
